The claimed invention relates to a system and method allowing 
a moving user terminal to simultaneously access a plurality of 
access networks which may have different network technologies. 
The problem to be solved by the claimed invention concerns the 
necessary modifications and adaptations to be made to a 
network access selector when a new access technology is 
introduced on the network. 

The object of the claimed invention is thus to provide a 
system and method for access selection which is independent on 
the technology used in the access networks .
